On the 5th of De- 
cember McClellnn telegraphed BB»!I that 
he had sent a dispatch to Halleck for in- 
formation as to his gunboats and disposa- 
ble troo.is to execute this plan. Buell at 
once arranged his troops in position to 
carry out the plan. Then came delays, 
but not on Uucll's part. 

< >n the list Lincoln telegraphed to know 
if ILtlleck aud Iluell were co-operat ing, 
and urged it. Several dispatches passed. 
Buell wishetl to know of Halieck if he had 
been ordered to co-operate. He said he 
bad not, and urged the importance of 
affairs in Missouri. Buell replied that the 
enemy's main line was in front, and that 
there was the place to strike. Malleck 
still insisted on the Missouri troubles and 
thought it would lie madness for him tin n 
to make an attempt on "Columbus or 
Fort Beauregard," and he added : 

it strikes me that to operate from Louis- 
ville and Paducah, or Cairo, against ;in 
enemy at liowlinggreen. is a plain 
case of exterior lines, like that of McDow- 
tUand Patterson, which, unless mcli of the 
exterior columns is superiorto theeneniy, 
leads to disaster uinety-nine times in a 
hundred. 

This shows pretty clearly that tiencral 
Sherman was mistaken; that, although 
he subsequently changed his mind, so far 
from having originated the plan after- 
wards adopted, he disapproved of it as a 
"plain case of exterior lines," which 
"leads to disaster ninety-nine times in a 
hundred." 

Then came the pressure, "almost 
amounting to orders," on Iluell to inovt- 
into Fast Tennessee. lb- became in- 
volved in operations against Marshall and 
Zollicoffor, and fought the battles of Wild 
< 'a! and Mill Springs. * On the:Ulth of Janu- 
ary he received a dispatch from Halleck 
that he bad taken up the discarded plan, 
and was moving on Fort* Donelson and 
I It-nry. The adoption was, however, only 
partial, as he only proposed to hold them 
without further advance. Buell signified 
his gratification, and offered aid, which 
was at first declined, but afterwards 
asked for and received. Co-operating, 
Buell moved on Bowlinggreen and Nash- 
ville. This, Halleck had said, was not 
good strategy, but as it succeeded in its 
object — the capture of Nashville — we can 
suppose he was mistaken, lien. McCld- 
litu had pronounced it exactly right. Then ! telligent 
followed the movements which resulted 
in Shlloh. 

By this time (ion. Halleck had again 
changed his mind so far as proposing to 
merely hold tho captured forts, and was 
preparing for an advance. Both (icn- 
erals were anxiously planning a mode of 
joining forces.

ftOUTlie Nashville I'n-ss and Times, of 
the 7th, publishes the following account 
of the tragedy which occurred in Knox- 
ville, Teim., on the .".th instant. W. S. 
Hall, who was killed by Baker, was the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court at Knoxviile. 
The Press and Times says: 

It seems that Baker charged Hall w i 
1« ing in Colonel Saunders' raiding pa 
in lsi«, which passislthrongh Knox a 
ty, and by some soldiers of which 
I taker, voting Biker's father, was killed. ! 
Dr. Baker was a rels?l, but a mau Bfj 
wealth and influence. Hall denied the 
charge, and assured linker that he was 
not in the expedition at all, but was in 
Nashville at the time. Laker seeimsl to , 
lie .quieted somewhat, but when Ball 
turned to go away, tins! antl shot him in [ 
the back of the head, killing him instant- \ 
ly. lie was immediately arrested and 
hurried off to jail. The news spread 
through the stns-ts like wildfire, and j 
presently a large crowd of exasperated 1 
people "were on the corners, threat- 
ening vengeance. The military com- 
mander of the Ptat, tearing an 
outbreak, immediately sent for three 
companies of colored tnsips to guard 
the jail. But liefore they had arrival oa 
the ground, a large crowd had broken ! 
open the iail, taken Baker out and hung j 
him. Several tiersous attempted to re- 
monstrate against the proceedings and 
got roitghlv bandied for their trouble. 
Hall was "a tine, manly follow, about I 
twentv-seven years old, and highly es- 
teemed. Baker was some twenty-four 
years old, and bad been in the rel>el army ; 
was a respectatde young man but im- 
petuous antl violeut. His family has 
been an unfortunate one. His uncle, Ab- 
ner Baker, shot his brother-in-law some 
vears ago, in Lancaster, Garrartl county, 
ky., for alleged intimacy with the form- 
er's wtfo, and after a long trial, which cre- 
ated a great sensation throojrhout the 
State, was hung for murder. He was a 
man of wealth and position. Dr. Baker 
was killed at his house, some ten miles 
from Kuoxville. in 18o3. and now the son 
makes the third in the list ol violent and 
iguomiuious deaths in the family. The 
hanging took place about nine o'clock, 
after dark.

That a most foul murder has Iwn 
committed In our city, and that al 
al>oiit the mid hour of night, cannot l*> 
denied by any one who has seen tlie facts, 
although some incline to the opinion that 
he fell into the gutter while under the in- 
lluenco of li.pior.

We are 
camped on the identical spot that was oc- 
cupied by Taylor's troops In '4*1. The 
boys had a Voiy-y I im» coming over.

Hungry w rdtT* 
b ars, boars, A-.-., made night hideous anrl 
sleepless, but it only proved a feint. We 
go to Victoria soon to build railroads or

I cannot pretend to give yon ftnv news 
from here. Wo are doing uwtntn<j( In a 
military sense, but will soon be building 
the railroad lietween Imlianola and Vic- 
torbt. Why the little war-worn 4th A. R 
is kept to service to build a one- horse rail- 
road in Texas, when there nre negroes 
that ought Ui Ih> given such employment 
to support thilnselves, I don't understand. 
It is very unpopular among the troops, 
and the storm of discontent that rumbled 
through tho corps at being sent acta M 
heard alive again ns news comes every 
day that every body is Is-uig mustered 
out but them 'and the few others about 
here.
